It is 
considered a boon to the poorer peo- 
ple to cgme to this spot and purchase 
their table necessities. It {s not a 
grocery store, confectionery, or but- 
cher’s shop, that I am speaking of, 
but a genuine, price-lowering, popu- 
lar, public market, so much talked 
about as a factor in cost-reduction 
by political economists and other 
Guessers at the riddle of the rise in 
the price of living. 

The market is called Bonsecours, in 
honor of the gray old-time church 
which stands within hailing distance, 
‘THe market is ol@, but the church ts 
older, built in 1771 in place of an 
older edifice burned in 1764. Here is 
where Montreal comes in as an his- 
tori¢ town. The market comprises 
Jacques Cartier Square and a fine, old 
time-honored stone building, once a 
elty hall, It fs a familiar landmark 
to thousands of Montrealers. ‘Talk 
about your fairs, and national exhibi- 
tlons, here is an exposition every law- 
ful working day. If you like the 
looks of cabbage, turnips, carrot, on- 
fons, chickens, ducks, turkeys, all the 
produce of the fafm except the coars- 
er grains, all on their best behaviour, 
you will be delighted to take a stroll 
along these booths and peer around 
and perhaps, buy something to hale 
home with you, {f you are not single, 
but double, Outside you see rows of 
booths, on the north side selling vege- 
tables and poultry mosily, on the 
south side, stores offering all sorts 
of Canadian and even foreign fruits, 
It resembles a main thoroughfare of 
an active business town with the 
shops reduced to {ts size. But every- 
thing is done here in the open. You 
see the operations of the dealers from 
the street as it were and It somehow 
increases your confidence in making 
purchases, you! do not seem to take 
s much on faith, at least it looks 
that way on the surface. 

You will see two men in a booth 
piled high with cages holding the fea- 
thery denizens of the farmyard, 
erowing shrilly, or cackling wildly, 
and if you esiand long enough you 
may see a long arm thrust into a 
cage, extract a chicken, wring its 
neck, pluck it, and put on the counter 
for sale. Some of the purchasers pre- 
fer<to “buy their chickens alive, lug 
them home, and cominit chieken- 
slaughter in their» own back yards, 
Strange, but most of these purchasers 
wear long beards, whitish or sandy, 
if they are masculine, and are of the 
religious faith that calle Christians 
Gentiles. These customers prefer 
preparing a live «nimal for the pot in 
their own way, make a sort of religion 
out of it, as it were. 

You wiil see also some unusual 
things offered for food, or pets, just 
as your inelinations are, For in- 
stance, rabbits. ‘wo or three booths 
make a specialty of these among oth- 
er articles. Another dealer sells red 
foxes, and by the number he had for 
sale you would judge that quite a 
market existed for these cute little 
animals. Those on display are young 
and would make boyish pets. 

The old market building was erect- 
ed in 1845 when Hon, J. Ferrier was 
mayor. Inside of its splendid central 
dome it bears irecribed the names of 


the Council, Mayor Verrier, Alds. 
Linn, ‘Trudeau, and Molson, and 
Councillors Laroque and Currie. 


Montreal had ‘commission’ govern- 
ment in those days, with the alder- 
men elected by the council, and acting 
as a sort of Board of Control, after 
the old Euglish style which was done 
away wath by the British Municipal 
Act of the thirties. 

The old market house stood on the 
site of a hotel, several stores, and an 
opera house, where Charles Dickens 
recited from his works when he vislt- 
ed Montreal in the thirties. It re- 
mined in use as a city hall till 1878, 
when the present City Hall was 
erected. 


Was a Brave Sailor. 
An interesting. igure passed away 


of Captain 0. G. V. Spain. He was 
one of Canada’s few authorities on 
naval matters and coast Gefence, and 
had an active career as a sea fighter. 
As midshipman, he served on His 
Majesty's battleship “Minotaur” ©: 
the Egyptian War in 1882, and first 
acented the smoke of battle. For brav- 
ery {n this wat, he was awarded the 
Khedive’s bronze star. In 1884-5 
two years iater, as Ideut. Spain, he 
served on the ‘Dolphin’ during oper- 
ations at Suakim in the Hast Soudan, 
and was again recognized for bravery 
tn connection with a long-drawn-out 
defence of the ariny’s water supply. 

When he retired from the British 
navy, Captain Spain was made com- 
mander of the Canadian armed eruis- 
ing fleet, of eleven ships, guarding 
the fisheries on the Canadian coasts, 

In 18938, he was made Commission- 
er of Dominion Police, In 1904, he 
was appointed wreck commissioner 
for Canada, and a nautical member of 
the lighthouse board. In 1905, he 
was mado commander of Canada's 
marine service. ; ‘

PLANS WOLFE CHURCH. 


Canon Scott Would Build Memorir) 
To Hero. 


memory of Welfe, on & conapienour 
in the new Battlefields’ Park, 
which ts now being opened up by the 
epouens Battlefields Commission, has 

“made by Rey. Canon Scott, of 
Quetec. Already a beautiful avenue 
has been put threugh, connecting the 
Piains of Abraham, on the cliffs over- 
looking tha St. Lawrence, with the 
battlefie:d of Ste. Foye, overlooking 
the St. Charles Valley. This avenue 
fs named the Avenre des Braves. It 
{es proposed to erect the churoh on a 
plece of ground whieh is the highest 
spot on this avenue, and the highest 
part of the whole future park. The 
option on the site has already been 
secured, the property having « front- 
age of 260 feet on the Avenue des 
Braves. 


Standing cn the proposed site one | 


can see across the fields the very 
place where the battlo was fought, 
and, when the trees are bare of 
leaves; even the spot where Wolfe 
fell. To the north an extensive view 
of the Laureftian Mountains across 
the valley of the &t. Charles is obtain- 
able, while in the immedfate fore- 
ground {fs to be seen the monument 
Aux Braves, marking the battlefield 
of 1760. 

Plans of the church have already 
been prepared. Two vesigns have 
been submitted, one of which is by 
Rh. A. Cram, architect of the exten- 
sions to St. Alban's Cathedral, rrd 
provides for a building in late Gothic 
style, with lofiy interior, stone-vault- 
ed roof, with nave of six bays, trifor- 
{um, and large cleresiory tracericd 
windows. The interior is completely 
flanked with fiying buttresses, with 
the exception of the west end, while 
the east end {s to be rounded. The 
cost of the building will be in the 
neighborhood of one hundred thous- 
and dollars. 

Already Canon Seott has received 
considerable support for the idea, and 
has (ot the ear of some very influen- 
tial men both in England and In this 
country. The Archbishop of Canter- 
bury writes: ‘Nothing could be better 
than that a church should be erected 
to the memory of Wolfe, whose claims 
to our gratitude are recognized, | 
think, by everyone.” Prof. Osler, reg- 
jus professor of medicine at Oxford, 
thinks the suggestion excellent, and 
promises to help in any way he pos- 
sibly can. Jord Hal.fax, of whose 
family Gen. Wolfe wa. a distant con- 
nection, approves highly of the pro- 
posal, and will give his support. ‘The 
Archbishop of work says he fs much 
interested, and hoped the idea would 
meet with every success. He will con- 
tribute later as a token of his interest 
and of his connection between Gen. 
Wolfe and the Diocese of York. Oth- 
ers who are iuterested are the Duke 
of Newcastle, the Bishop of Winches- 
ter, Lord Stanhope, and many others. 

he body of Gen. Wolfe at present 
les buried in the family vault at Si. 
Alphege’s Church, Greenwich, Eng,, 
but, at least, '‘n this memorial chureh 
a cenotaph to Wolfe might be erected 
{f it could not be that his actual re- 
mains might be brought to Quebec. 
Again, no more suitable plaee cou 4 
be found to hang the flag in which 
Wolfe was wrapped anc carried off 
the field of battle. This flag is at 
present earefully preserved and hung 
in an English cathedral. Possibl. 
other relics of Wolfe may find their 
way to the church, such as his private 
Communion Book, which is still pr>- 
served. In an age when such a thing 
was uncommon Wolfe led a pure life. 

Canon Scott bas been in Englard 
doing some necessary work in con 
nection ‘vith the matter. 


Phe Great Lakes, 

We all know tn a general way that 
Lake Superior is the largest and Lake 
Ontario ‘the smallest of the Great 
Lakes, but the reletive facts are 
scarcely known to the average person. 
While Lake Michigan ranks second /1 
size, bo.ng forty-five miles shorter 
than Lake Supcrior, it is twice as deen 
at its greatest depth, the figures be 
ing 900 feet for Lake Superior and 
1,800 feet for Lake Michigan, 80 that 
in cubical contents the latter far out- 
reaches Superior. Lake Huron's great- 
est depth also is a hundred feet srore 
than that of Lake Superior, 60 that 
the greatest is not superior In every- 
thing, after all. 

Lake Erie and Lake Ontario are 
comparatively shallow, with maxi- 
mum.depth:of 204 feet and 412 feet, 
and yet we should not like to fall 
overboard in either,of them. In width 
—maximum figures -—- Lake Superior 
comes first with 160 miles, Huron se- 
cond with 105, Michigan third with 
eighty-four, Erie fourth with sixty, 
and Ontario last with only fifty-two 
miles of greatest breadth. 

In comparison with its area, On- 
tarlo leads with a drainage of 29,769 
square miles for its area of 6,700, the 
others being Erie, drainage 39,680, 
area 10,000 square miles; Huron, 
drainage 74,000, area 23,000 square 
miles; Michigan, drainage, 70,000, 
area 22,400 square miles; and Super: 
for, drainage 85,000, area 32,100 
square miles. Drop in elevation is 
very gradual, Lake Superior beliog 
600 feet above sea level, Michigan 
678 feet, Huron 574 feet, Erie 564 
feet, and then cames a big drop to 
224 feet for Lake Ontario. 


Plague of Rats. 


While removing an oat stack on hie 
farm near Carman, Man., recently, 
Wilson Roblin discoyered a large col- 
ony of rats. With the eid of pitch- 
forks Mr. Roblin and bis hired man 
were able to kill eighty-six. As Car- 
man is 60 miles west of Winnipeg 
this is regarded evidence that unless 
drastic and determined effort is made 
to exterminate them it will be but « 
short time until this pest spreads all 
over Western Canada.
